7 THEFT ANY LAMINATED OR COATED BAG, CLOTHING, OR DEVICE INTENDED TO
8 SHIELD MERCHANDISE FROM DETECTION BY AN ELECTRONIC SECURITY SYSTEM.

9 (D) A PERSON MAY NOT KNOWINGLY POSSESS A TOOL OR DEVICE DESIGNED
10 TOALLOW OR CAPABLE OF ALLOWING THE DEACTIVATION OR REMOVAL FROM ANY
11 MERCHANDISE ANY ELECTRONIC SECURITY SYSTEM OR DEVICE USED AS PART OF

19 [(O)] (E) A person who violates this section is guilty of a misdemeanor and on
20 conviction is subject to a fine not exceeding $1,000 or aterm of imprisonment not
